NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—A political revolution of cyclonic 


jrqportions engulfed the nation today, carrying Franklin D. 
loosevelt into the presidency by an unprecedented vote, and 
simultaneously sending Herbert Hoover down to the greatest 
defeat any

candidate for 
President has ever ex- 


peridnced. 


Early this'morning, with returns still dribbling in, it was 


apparent that President Hoover's electoral vote will be less 
than Al Smith's 87 in 1928—and they called Smith the worst 
beaten candidate in modern political history. 


Only six states, all in the East, 9 


remained steadfast to their Repub- 
lican moorings—Maine, Vermont, 
Connecticut, 
New Hampsh ire, 


Pennsylvania, and Delaware. They 
have a total electoral vote of 59. 
This would make Gov. Roosevelt's 
electoral vote 472, which surpasses 
the record-breaking total of 444 
compiled by Mr. Hoover in 1928.

If the Dick test causes a skin re- 


action. It Is called "positive". This 
meana^tha^tf the child is exposed to 
scarlet feverf lie will contract the dis- 
ease.

The scarlet fever vaccine Is given 


only to children who show positive 
reaction to the Dick test. Four or 
five doses of the vaccine are given 
at weekly Intervals. In the great 
majority of children receiving these 
Injections, protection Is given against 
scarlet fev«r and this lasts for at 
least on* year. 


Many mothers object to this form 


of vaccination because they fear 
their children will suffer pain and 
discomfort. The discomfort suffered 
Is negligible compared to the danger 
of scarlet fever. We must not be too 
soft hearted in such matters. 


To prevent discomfort, apply wet 


dressings of boric acid solution to the 
arm. No serious reactions have been 
reported after the use of this vac- 
cine. 


Please bear In mmd that scarlet 


fever Is a contagious and serious 
disease. 
The heart, kidneys and 


other vital organs of tha body may 
become Involved and permanent dis- 
abilities result 


Every precaution should be taken 


to Isolate a scarlet fever patient 
Great care must be taken to guard 
the baby and other young member* 
of the household from the germ? of 
scarlet fever and other Infectious dis- 
eases. 


Progress bas been made la the 


treatment and relief of scarlet fever, 
but unfortunately the number of 
sufferers la entirely too large.

present low prices to a decrease in 
consumption, he pointed out. Dur- 
ing the past five years from 1927 
to 1931 the amount of wheat used 
in the United States amounted to 
5.1 bushels per capita. This of 
course includes the amount used 
for human food as well as for 
feed. During the five years pre- 
vious, from 1922 to 1926, the 
total amount of wheat used in

that production of wheat has in- 
creased iff-these importing coun- 
tries" where the price per bushel is 
fiigh, and that the general price 
a "tremendous decline during the 
level of all commodities has made 
last few years.
